Greater Than They Expected and | 
Large for an Off Year.

ihees Lose Two Districts In Ken- 
tucky—Make Gains in Indiana 
and New Jersey. 


Returns from the doubtful districts 
show that the Republican majority in the 
next House of Representatives will be 
smaller than at first reported. It is still | 
larger, however, than either the Repub- 
licans or the Democrats expected. 

The majority will be 56. The Repub- 
tlicans have elected 221 Representatives 
land the Democrats 165. 

At no time in their wildest dreams did 
the Republicans hope for a majority of 
more than 50, and they expected much 
|less. What they have got is a very good 
| majority for an off year, the one which 
| came in with the Roosevelt landslide two 
years ago having been abnormal. 

Their losses were scattered over the 
country and give no indication of any 
general dissatisfaction with the work of 
the Fifty-ninth Congress. In past years 
such an election has always given a very 
fair indication of the outcome of the 
Presidential election following. Where 
the party in power has held on to the 
House of Representatives by a good-sized 
majority, it has been the rule that that 
party has wor he ensuing Presidential 
contest, and wuere that has not been 
done the party has usually lost It. 

The great Congressional overturn of 
1894, for example, foreshadowed the Dem- 
ocratic defeat which was administered to 
Bryan in 1896, the Democratic land- 
Slide of 1882 presaged Blaine’s defeat in 
1884. Politicians have always considered 
the mid-administration Congressional 
election a pretty good test. 

Few of the notable figures in the House 
have failed of re-election. The most strik- 
ing instances are those of Babcock of 
Wisconsin and Wadsworth in New York 
John F. Lacey was beaten in Iowa. In 
Minnesota James T. McCleary, the strong- 
est standpatter in the House, has been 
defeated on his tariff record, but that is 
the only case of the kind reported. 

There is a strong tariff revision senti- 
ment in Minnesota, which McCleary has 
always defied. Most of the other Repub- 
lican Congressmen from that State have 
either fallen in line with it or coquetted 
with it, but McCleary has stood for high 
protection without any reservation. 

He was opposed at the primary election 
and won the nomination by a small mar- 
gin only. He was the only Republican 
candidate for Congress in Minnesota who 
was not elected. His defeat will make 
a vacancy in the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, 

The Republicans made a strong effort 
to defeat David A. De Armond, the as- 
sistant Democratic leader in the House, 
and were confident that they would suc- 
ceed, but they did not. Missourl swung 
back to the Democratic column. 

North Carolina elected a solid Demo- 
cratic delegation to the House. Spencer 
Blackburn, the sole Republican in the 
delegation and the great war chief of the 
Republican mountaineers of the State, 
failed of re-election. 

The Republicans, however, have gained 
two districts in Kentucky, making four 
altogether. They made a strong fight on 
Swager Sherley, one of the lucky men who 
won brides on the celebrated ‘“‘ Taft mat- 
rimonial trip to the Philippines,’ the most 
widely celebrated of whom was Nicholas 
Longworth. Sherloy, however, pulled 
through. 

3abcock’s defeat in Wisconsin is due to 
the La Follette men, who worked against 
him openly. They have been trying for 
a long time to get Babcock’s scalp, and 
came near getting it two years ago. 

Davidson, the Republican candidate for 
Governor, ran 2,000 ahead of Babcock in 
the Congressman’s district, which gives an 
indication of the extent to which the La 
Follette knives were used. 

In Indiana the Democrats elected four 
Congressmen, a gain of two. Another 
district is in doubt. 

A gain of three was also made by the 
Democrats in New Jersey. The present 
New Jersey delegation consists of nine 


Republicans and one Democrat. The next 
will consist of six Republicans and four 


Democrats. 

William Hughes of Paterson, who 
served in the Fifty-eighth Congress and 
was there known as a leading member of 
the so-called ‘‘ Hearst brigade,’”’ is elected 
in the Sixth District. Le Gage Pratt in 
the Bighth, E. W. Leake in the Ninth, 
and James A. Hamill in the Tenth are} 
the other Democratic victors in New Jer- 
aoy. 

Frank Nye, Republican, brother of the 
late Bill Nye, is elected to Congress from 
the Minneapolis District, succeeding 
Loren Fletcher. 

The election for Territorial Delegate in 
Arizona was about the only instance of 
vigorous dissent from President Roose- 
velt’'s policy. He called upon Arizona to 
vote for Joint Statehood. 

She not only voted against it, but re- 
elected Mark Smith by a greatly increased 
majority. Smith was the most bitter and 
uncompromising enemy of the President’s 
Statehood bill in the Fifty-ninth Congress, 
and made some savage speeches about it 
there. 

Two of the best-known Democrats in 
the Senate will go out as a result of the 
election of Republican Legislatures. Du- 
bois of Idaho, the great enemy of Mor- 
monism, is one. The other is Patterson of 
Colorado, whose support of President 
Roosevelt led to a savage verbal duel be- 
tween himself and Senator Bailey last 
Winter.

LONDON, Thursday, Nov. 8.—The 
Times in an editorial article to-day 
says that Mr. Hearst has been beaten 
at the polls, but his defeat cannot allay 
the just anxiety aroused by his candi- 
dature.

The State and the Union are saved for

for him. The Telegraph says the Presi- |

Post is of the opinion that he turned the 
scale at the critical moment in what it 
calls the ‘‘ cause of decency.”

Shoots Prominent Doctor. 


JUDGE FAVROT IN PRISON 


Mystery in Slaying of Dr. R. H. Al- 
drich in Lobby of Office 
Building. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Nov. 7.—George 
K. Favrot, Judge of the Twenty-second 
Judicial] District Court, and yesterday 
elected to Congress from the Sixth Con- 
gressional District, shot and killed Dr. 
R. H. Aldrich, a prominent physician of 
Baton Rouge, in the lobby of the Ray- 
mond office building, where the deceased 
had an office. 

The weapon used 
the Congressman fired 
the bullets taking effect, two through the 
face and one in the breast. Dr. Aldrich! 
lived but a few minutes after being shot. ) 

Judge Favrot surrendered to the au-} 
thorities and was at once taken to, the| 
parish prison, where he was visited by 
a large number of members of the local | 
bar and intimate friends. The body of 
Dr. Aldrich was taken to an undertaking | 
parlor, and the Coroner held an inquest, | 
the jury bringing in a verdict in accord- | 
ance with the facts. 

The entire affair is. a mystery. There | 
were no eye witnesses to the shooting, as 
the hour was comparatively late and the 
office building almost deserted. It is not 
believed to have been a political difficulty. 
Mr. Favrot had a bitter fight for the nom- 
ination this Fall, bat no connection be- 
tween Dr, Aldrich and this contest can be 
ascertained. The theory generally ad- 
vanced is that the matter was a private 
quarrel. 

Mr. Favrot has made no statement. Per- 
sous who saw Judge Favrot prior to the 
shooting state that he came up Third 
Street and stopped to chat with friends | 
who were at the Louisiana State Bank, | 
diagonally across from the bullding where | 
the shooting occurred. He left them and} 
entered the building across the street, and | 
the first intimation they had that the 
tragedy had been enacted was when three 
shots were heard.

$20,000 FUR THEFT 
REPORTED TO POLICE 


No Clue to Robbers of East Ninth 
Street Firm. 


1,000 MINK SKINS STOLEN 


Secret Cost Marks May Furnish Hint 
to Thieves—Second Robbery 
in a Year. 


One of the largest fur robberies that the 
police have had to deal with in months 
occurred some time between midnight 
on Sunday night and daybreak Monday 
morning, when several men broke into the 
basement of the building at 55 East Ninth 
Street, cut thelr way through the ceiling 
to the premises of Harris & Co. on the 
first floor, and carted off in a truck at 
least $15,000 or $20,000 worth of furs. 

The police have been working on the 
case for two days, but have made no ar- 
rests, and have not succeeded in learning 
the identity of the thieves. They hope, 
however, tc land them when they at- 
tempt to dispose of their booty. Every 
article of fur stolen bore two sets of 
marks, one inscribed by the European 
and Canadian dealers, and the other the 
secret mark of Harris & Co. 

The news of the robbery has been com- 
municated to the fur trade in this city, 
and a full description of all the stolen 
goods has been sent to every dealer in 
New York. Thus It will be well nigh im- 
possible for the thieves to sell their rich 
haul here, The police hope that, not 
knowing the existence of these secret 
marks, they will try to sell the stuff at 
the earliest opportunity, and thus bring 
about their capture. ; 

The store of Harris & Co. was no easy 
place to rob. The firm had sfdffered a loss 
in this way a year ago, and to avoid a 
recurrence had had their premises pru- 
tected with the most approved burglar 
alarm system. This, indeed, would have 
stopped.a robbery if it had been attempted 
in any but the way chosen on Monday 
morning. 

The robbers went about their work as if 
they had planned the affair carefully be- 
forehand and hnew well the “lay of the 
land.”’ In the rear of 55 East Ninth Street 
ig &@ vacant lot stretching back to Tenth 
Street.

Into what was formerly the kitchen of 
the private house the burglars made their 
way, smashed the panels of a door into 
the hall, and then with axes cut a hole 
four feet wide in the ceiling and crawled 
up into the storerooms of Harris & Co. 

No woman could have selected a more 
omplete outfit of furs for the coming 
Vinter than did the robbers when they 
got down to business in the storeroom. 

This is only a partial list of the things 
that disappeared: One thousand mink 
skins, valued at from $10 to $15 each; 300 
ermines, worth $4 each; 20 natural Rus- 
sian sable skins. valued at $150 each, and 
any number of Persian lamb and Hudson 
Bay sable skins, to say nothing of 250 
more ordinary skins. 

Most of the furs were done up in 
bundles and bales, which !t would have 
been impossible for one man to handle, 
and three or four men would have been 
necessary to do the job at all quickly. 
Nothing was known of the robbery until 
the Harris & Co. employes went to work 
on Monday morning. 

The police are inclined to think the job 
the work of a gang of fur thieveg which 
has been active in this section of the city 
recently. Only a week ago another firm 
in West Houston Street lost $5,000 worth 
of furs. In this case seven men have 
been arrested and some of the property 
recovered.

OUR AGRICULTURAL IMPORTS. 


The export trade of the United States 
is so characteristically agricultural 
| that it will come as a surprise to some 
|that its imports are also about half 
agricultural, and are growing in the ag- 
gregate, although they are losing some- 
what in proportion to the total of 
imports. Our imports of farm products 
llast year were the largest in sixteen 
| years, were $92,000,000 above 1904, and 
| $125,000,000 above the annual average 
1906-1904. The proportion approximates 
to the sixteen-year average, 49.4 per 
lcent., but is 2 per cent. below the ear- 
lier decade. 


} 


And yet our own farmers 
| have been at the same time prosperous 
| above every precedent. The simple rea- 
| son is that, generally speaking, the farm 
products which we import are not those 
which our farmers produce. Cotton, 
| sugar, tobacco, and products of animals 
lare the chief exceptions, but they do 
| not suffice to disprove the rule that In- 
| creasing imports of agricultural prod- 
| ucts are proofs: rather of prosperity 
j;among all, including farmers, than of 
| increasing competition, or importation 
to supply any unusual deficit. 

| This is conspicuously so regarding 
| such imports as sugar and tobacco from 





| Cuta, coffee from Brazil, and silk from 
| 
| 


France and Japan. Our imports of such 
things are naturally related both to the 
increase in the number of consumers 
and to the increase in individual wants 
| proportionately to our prosperity dif- 
|fused through every class. For sugar 
we paid $8,000,000 more in 1905 than 
lin 1904, for 760,000,000 fewer pounds, 
| and made up the deficiency by our own 
production. For Brazilian coffee we 
| paid $16,000,000 more for an increase 
| of 79,000,000 pounds, or an increase in 
| value of 33 per cent. and in quantity 
lof 10 per cent. From Japan alone we 
| sported $28,900,000 of silk, or 8,400,- 
|000 pounds, an increase of 18 per cent. 
| in value and 24 per cent. in quantity. 
|Our imports of tea fell from 112,905,541 
| pounds, worth $18,229,310, to 102,706,- 
599 rounds, worth $16,230,558, and were 
leven less than in 1903; but no official 
j}explanation of the fact is given. Per- 
haps the increasing consumption of 
|coffee is sufficient explanation. Of 
‘rubber we imported 67,000,000 pounds,

| 190% the quantities imported increased 
by 43 per cent. to 249,135,746 pounds, 
land the values by 86 per cent. to $46,- 
| 225,508. It is easy to explain our failure 
|in wool culture—other enterprises have 
paid us better—but it is difficult to ex- 
| plain the retention of the duty upon 
rational principles. The same is even

WHY TEACHERS ARE-SCARCE, 


Supt. Franklin Says Course Is Too 
Long and Salaries Are Too Low. 


District Supt. Franklin of the Board of 
Education declared yesterday in a spe- 
cial report made after an investigation 
that the supply of efficient teachers is 
being reduced, and that unless either the 
time of preparation for teaching be short- 
ened, the initial salary be made larger, 
or both the measures be combined, the 
result will be a subject for serious con- 
cern. 

“ Owing to its great and rapid growth,” 
Supt. Franklin reports, “the ality does 
not turn out a sufficient number of prop- 
erly equipped teachers from the training 
schools. We have in the past been helped 
out by a number of teachers from this 
and other &tates taking examinations and 
entering the service of this city. When 
Greater New York was organised from 
25 to 80 per oent. of those passing the 
examination were chosen from outside the 
city. This percentage has gradually de- 
creased, until last June less than 8 per 
cent. of the candidates were from out- 
side the city. 

“One of the causes for this shrinkage 
is the fact that New York has pretty 
well drained the country in the last elght 
years of the best of the teachers who 
are willing to change their places of work. 
But those who have come here have 
found that the seemingly higher salaries 


in New York City are in reality only a 
little better than the more modest com- 
gonsewes + in oes places, and 
hat they not at all make up for the 
loss of home associations and social 2 
and for the discomforts of pow, 
unsatisfactory laces and sometimes 
under unpleasant conditions. 

“The increase 
ent over five years ago, variously esti- 
mated at from 80 to 35 per cent, has 
made it difficult for teachers to cave 
money here now, as they could several 
years ago. Consequently those from the 
outside who have been in our schools | 
for some time are not urging their out- | 
of-town younger teachin ng 
to come as they once di 
“Tt is difficult nowadays to obtain a 
sufficient ne get of people competent 
and willing to undergo and to success- 
fully complete the course of study now 
required to become teachers. Aside from 
this, the course keeps young men and wo- 
men from becoming wage earners from 
two to three ears longer than is the 
oase in other lines.’’
